foreign modern art including works by Matisse, Cezanne and Van Gogh, as 
well as a number of works by leading Swedish and Danish artists. 
Hours: From 16th May to 16th Sept. Monday to Friday 10 am.—4 p.m, 
Saturdays 10 a.m.—3 p.m., Wednesdays and Fridays also 6 p.m.—8 p.m., 
Sundays 12 noon—3 p.m. From 16th Sept. to 16th May weekdays 11 a.m.— 
3 p.m., Wednesdays also 6 p.m.—8 p.m., Sundays 12 noon—3 p.m. Admis- 
sion free. 
The Museum of Applied Arts, St. Olavs gate 1 (No. 28). The collections of 
Norwegian and foreign applied arts cover a period stretching from the 
Middle Ages almost to the present. In the Norwegian gallery one can make 
acquaintance with the very best of Norwegian furniture, silver, glass, cera- 
mics and textiles produced throughout 700 years. Here, among other things, 
is the Baldishol tapestry, woven in Hedmark during the 1180's, one 
of the five tapestries which have been preserved from the Romanesque 
epoch. Foreign applied art from during the Renaissance up to the present 
day is displayed in style interiors. Hours: Weekdays 11 a.m.—3 p.m., except 
Saturdays. Sundays 12 noon—3 p.m. Admission: Adults 1 kr., children 50 gre. 
The Norwegian Technical Museum (Science Museum), Etterstad (No. 40). 
The museum reopened in its new, impressive building at Etterstad in the 
spring of 1959. Developments in techniques and industry, masterpieces of 
engineering crafts are illustrated in the following sections: Heat Motors, hy- 
draulic machinery, communications. Aviation. Electricity, X-rays, telegraphy, 
telephony, radio. Large railway model. 
Hours: From 15th May: Daily 10 am.—6 p.m. From 1st Sept.: Daily 11 
a.m.—3 p.m. Adults 2 kr., children 50 ore. 
Transportation: Tram No. 4, 6, Boler or Oppsal to Etterstad stop.

To Norefjell. Bus from Radhusplassen (No. 17) to Honefoss, Norefjell 
and return.

Sights in Oslo 


Oslo City Hall (Radhus) (No. 19), whose characteristic silhouette is visible 
for miles around, was designed by the architects Arnstein Arneberg and 
Magnus Poulsson. The foundation stone was laid in 1931, and the building 
was formally opened in 1950. The City Hall contains the office of the 
Chairman of the City Council and the Municipal Administration. The 
building has been lavishly decorated by Norway’s leading painters and 
sculptors, and is a special tourist attraction. The decorations include a large 
monumental painting by Henrik Sorensen, as well as frescos, sculptures 
and wood carvings by Norway’s leading artists. The decorations constitute 
a galaxy of modern Norwegian art. Hours: From ist April to 1st Oct.: 
Weekdays 10 a.m.—2 p.m., Mondays and Wednesdays in addition 6 p.m.— 
8 p.m., Sundays 12 noon — 3 p.m. Winter season: Weekdays 11 a.m. — 2 
p.m., Sundays 12 noon — 3 p.m. Admission free. 


Oslo Cathedral, on Stortorvet (the Market Place), (No. 32) was built 
between 1694 and 1699, and owes its present exterior to the restoration 
undertaken in 1849—50. Restorations were also carried out in 1949—50, 
when the church acquired its present interior. The altar piece and pulpit are 
from 1699. The organ facade dates from 1727 and was constructed by the 
Danish organ builder D. L. Karsten. Emanuel Vigeland’s stained glass 
windows are from 1910—16, while the bronze doors of the main entrance, 
the work of Dagfin Werenskiold, are from 1938. The ceiling decorations 
al tempera were painted by Hugo Lous Mohr 1936—50. Hours: From 2nd 
May to Ist June 10 a.m.—2 p.m., 1st June to Ist Sept. 9 a.m.—2 p.m., 
Ist Sept. to 1st Oct. 10 a.m.—2 p.m. and from 1st Oct. to 1st May 10 a.m.— 
1 p.m. — weekdays excl. Saturdays. 


Akershus Castle (No. 34) stands on the top of the rocky promontory be- 
tween Bjorvika and Pipervika, and with its slender old towers greets the 
visitors who sail into the heart of Oslo up the fjord. The castle is one of 
Norway’s most venerable medieval monuments. Built by King Haakon V 
in 1300 it served as a royal residence from 1319 to 1380, was subsequently 
allowed to fall into disrepair and was rebuilt by King Kristian IV., who 
replaced the ponderous fortress style with a more elegant structure. The 
castle has subsequently been restored and redecorated, and is used on 
important state occasions. 

Hours: From 16th May to 15th Sept. daily 12 noon—2,45 p. m. From Ist 
April to 15th May and 16th Sept. to 31st Oct. Sundays 1 p. m. — 2,45 p. m. 
Admission: Adults 1 kr., children 25 ore. Reached via Kirkegate. 


The Viking Ships and the Archeological Finds, Huk Avenue 35, Bygdoy 
(No. 3). These remarkable relics of the Viking Age, which include the 
Oseberg ship, the Gokstad ship and the Tune ship, were all found near 
the Oslo Fjord. Examination of the Oseberg ship brought to light a collec- 
tion of household articles, garments, etc., large and varied enough to give 
us a good idea of daily life in 9th century Norway. Queen Asa’s effects, 
which were buried with her, occupy a special section of the Viking ship 
building. Hours: From 15th May daily 11 a.m.—7 p.m. From 1st September 
daily 11 am.—5 p.m. From 1st October to 15th May daily 11 a.m.—3 p.m. 
Admission: Adults 1,50 kr., children with adults free, alone 50 gre. 

The Viking Ship Building is reached in 16 mins. by bus No. 30 from Rad- 
husgate (corner Radhusplassen) 10, 30 and 50 minutes past every hour, 
— in summer also ferry from Radhusplassen, pier C (No. 17) from 16th 
April 15 and 45 mins. past every hour, from 7th May every quarter of an 
hour. 


The Polar Exploration Ship «Fram», Bygdoynes, (No. 1). This vessel, built 
for Nansen’s Polar expedition 1893—96, was also used on Otto Sverdrup’s 
expedition 1898—1902, when large areas north of the American continent 
were explored and surveyed. Later used by Roald Amundsen on his expe- 
dition to the South Pole 1910—12. The «Fram» was built by the well-known 
designer Colin Archer. 

Hours: From 2nd May daily 11 am.—3 p.m., from 16th May daily 11 am— 
5 p.m., from ist June daily 10,30 am.—7 p.m., from Ist Sept. daily 11 
a.m.—5 p.m., from 16th Sept. daily 12 noon—3 p.m., from Ist Nov. to 1st 
Dec. Sundays 12 noon—3 p.m. Rest of the year closed. Adults 1,50 kr., child- 
ren 50 ore. Transportation: See the Viking Ships above. 


The Kon-Tiki Museum, Bygdoynes, (No. 1). The Museum which was erected 
in 1957 houses the raft on which Thor Heyerdahl and five companions 
drifted, a prey to wind and weather, close on 5000 miles across the Pacific 
ocean, from Callao in Peru to the Raroia Island in Polynesia. The expedition 
was undertaken to prove that it was practically possible for the prehistoric 
civilized people of South America to settle Polynesia, a theory which has 
been denied as impracticable by present scientists. The trip, which lasted 
101 days, was successful in every way. The raft was constructed of balsa 
logs from the jungels of Ecuador, and is a replica of the rafts used 
by the early Incas in Peru abt. A. D. 500. The museum also exhibits pre- 
historic crafts, an underwater panel with Pacific fish, replicas of stone- 
gods from Easter-Island etc. Hours: From 15th May daily 10,30 a.m.—7 p.m. 
From 1st September daily 11 a.m.—5 p.m. From 1st October daily 11 am.— 
4 p.m., from 15th April daily 11 am.—5 p.m. Adults 1 kr., children 50 ore. 
Transportation: See the Viking ships. 


The Norwegian Maritime Museum, Bygdoynes (No. 1). The Boat Hall 
contains a collection of boats, models and fishing gear. The «femboring» 
with sails, the «schnjaka» from Kola, the «faeroe boat», boat from the 
Maelstrom, a detailed model showing working conditions at a fishing 
station, etc. Office, library, restaurant and free ground along the fjord. 
Hours: From 15th May weekdays 10,30 a.m. 7 p.m., Sundays 12 noon— 
7 p.m. From abt. 15th Sept. weekdays 11 a.m.—5 p.m., Sundays 12 noon— 
5 p.m. From 15th Oct. to 15th May Sundays 12 noon—3 p.m. Adults 1 kr., 
children 50 ore. 

The Norwegian Folk Museum, Museumsveien Bygdoy, (No. 4) has an 
excellent outdoor collection consisting of 150 wooden buildings — all of 
them originals — which have been carefully dismantled, transported from 
their original sites and reassembled here under the guidance of Norwegian 
experts, so as to form complete farmsteads from various parts of the 
country. Among these buildings is one of Norway’s unique Stave-Churches, 
dating from the 12th century. Here also is a small 18th century Norwegian 
town, comprising typical buildings of the period. The indoor collections are 
made up of a wide variety of implements and items representative of Nor- 
wegian urban and rural culture including ancient tapestries, church art and 
tools and equipment of every kind. Henrik Ibsen’s study has also been reas- 
sembled here. The museum also contains a Lappish collection. In the sum- 
mer season folk dance at the open air theatre or restaurant. 

Hours: From 10th May to 10th Sept. weekdays 11 a.m.—7 p.m., Sundays 
12 noon—7 p.m. From 10th Sept. to 10th May weekdays 11 a.m.—5 p.m., 
Sundays 12 noon—3 p.m. Admission: Adults kr. 2,—, children 50 gre. Trans- 
portation: See the Viking ships above. 


Bogstad Manor, beautifully situated in a lovely park by Bogstad Lake 
about 10 kilometres (just over 6 miles) from the centre of the City. The 


Manor-house dates from the 18th century and contains the original furni- 
ture, paintings, glass, porcelain, etc. Open from abt. 15th May to abt. 1st 
Sept. Hours: Sundays and Wednesdays 12 noon—7 p.m. Admission: Adults 
1 kr., children 50 ore. Transportation: Bus No. 41 from Radhusplassen. 


The Ski Museum, Holmenkollen. Opened in 1923, was the world’s first ski 
museum and contains in addition to the Polar equipment of Nansen and 
Amundsen a collection of skis from Norway and other countries showing 
the development of skis and bindings through the ages, from the oldest 
ski extant, the @verbo Ski, found in a bog and known to be close on 2500 
years old. The tower at Holmenkollen from which the jumpers start is 
situated on top of the hill, and is 42 metres or about 140 ft. high. The lift 
will take you swiftly up to the top. 

Hours: From 17th May daily 11 am.—é6 p.m., from 1st June daily 9 am— 
8 p.m., from 1st July daily 9 am.—10 p.m., from 16th August daily 11 a.m— 
6 p.m. In Oct., Nov., March, April and until 16th May open Sundays and 
holidays 11 a.m.—6 p.m. In Dec., Jan. and Febr. closed. Admission to the 
museum: Adults 1 kr., children 50 ore. Admission to the tower: Adults 1 kr., 
children 50 gre. Transportation: The Holmenkollen Electric Railway, from 
the National Theatre to Holmenkollen (20 mins.), whence 5 mins. walk. 


The Vigeland Sculptures in the Frogner Park (No. 9), is quite a world 
of human beings and animals in stone, iron and bronze, the gigantic 
work of Gustav Vigeland. It covers an area of 75 acres, comprising 150 
sculptural groups creating a motif, and all integrated in an artistic unity of 
composition — a sculptural lay-out which is universally regarded as unique. 
The Frogner park which is municipally owned is always open; admission is 
free, and the park is reached by tram No. 2 or 5 to the wrought iron gates 
at the main entrance in Kirkeveien. 

In the park, which has beautiful flower decorations, stands a statue of 
Abraham Lincoln, where there is a ceremony every 4th July. The park has 
a modern 4-pool open air swimming bath with a constant temperature 
of 70°F, divingtower, shower etc.; further, there are two restaurants. : 


Vigeland’s Museum, Nobelsgate 32, (No. 7) is a fine red brick building at 
one time Gustav Vigeland’s studio, and contains a great many of his original 
works. Apart from large sculptures there are portrait busts of well known 
personalities, approximately 800 plastic sketches and hundreds of his wood- 
cuts. This collection gives some idea of the way in which his art developed 
from his first work in the 1890's right up to his death in 1943. In summer 
free concerts are held in the courtyard. Hours: Daily (except Monday) 1 
p-m.—7 p.m. Admission free. Reached by tram No. 2 or 5 to Frogner plass. 


The Town Museum, (Bymuseet), Frognerveien 67, (No. 8) in the main 
building of Frogner Hovedgard (Frogner Manor), which was completed abt. 
1790. In 1896 the property was acquired by the municipality and adapted 
some years later as a town museum. It contains an interesting collection 
from the last 300 years: Maps, portrait gallery, views of Oslo, a number 
of interiors etc., displayed in 22 rooms. 

Hours: From 2nd May to Ist Oct. 10 a.m.—5 p.m., Sundays 12 noon—5 p.m. 
Admission: Adults 1 kr., children 50 ore. Transportation: See Vigeland’s 
Museum, 


The National Gallery (The State Art Museum), Universitetsgate 13 (No. 
25) contains a large art collection with the emphasis on Norwegian pain- 
ting, sculpture, drawings and graphic arts. Among the outstanding Nor- 
wegian painters represented are Edvard Munch, Erik Werenskiold, Harriet 
Backer and Christian Krohg. The gallery also contains a fine collection of 
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1. «Fram», the Norwegian Maritime Museum 
and «Kon-Tiki».
